Page 54 ‘Ripple ridge’ in the text next to 
both Chart 2 and Chart 3, the total number 
of stitches of Row 14 should read 121 
(138, 155). 

Page 64 ‘Garter to go’ under EYELET 
GARTER, Row 7 should read K2, kf&b, 
k1, [yo, SSK] to last 2, k2. 

Page 78 ‘Lush & lacy trapeze’ MIMI yarn 
was labeled incorrectly at the factory. The 
actual content (listed on page 85) is 40% 
angora, 13% wool, 30% rayon, and 
17% nylon. Should you have any other 
questions, please contact Trendsetter 
Yarns or the shop where you purchased 
the yarn. 

Page 78 ‘Lush & lacy trapeze’ under 

Body, Begin Chart 1: Next round [K1, 
work Chart 1 to 1 stitch before marker, 
k1, slip marker (sm)] to end. The K1 is 
part of the repeat within the brackets. 

Note: OR for a NEW version of this 
complete pattern, see page 2. 



The luxury of mink is enhanced by a lace stitch with p>lenty of drap>e.

Body 

With smaller 40cm (16") needle, cast on 104 (104, 112, 112). Place marker 
(pm) and join to work in the round, being careful not to twist stitches. 
Round 7 K1, [p2, k2] to last 3 stitches, p2, k1. Repeat Round 1 three more 
times. Change to larger 40cm (16") needle. Next round [K44 (44, 48, 48), 
pm, k8, pm] twice. 

Begin Chart 1: Next round [Work Chart 1 to marker, slip marker 
(sm)l 4 times. Continue until Rounds 1-8 of Chart 1 have been worked 3 
(4, 5, 5) times, then work Rounds 1-5 again — 224 (256, 296, 296) stitches. 
Divide for sleeves and bodice 

Next round [Work Round 6 of Chart 1, sm, place next 38 (46, 54, 54) 
stitches on hold for sleeve, cast on 10 (10, 10, 14) for underarm, sm] 

twice — 168 (184, 208, 216) body stitches. 

Begin Chart 2: Next round [Work Round 1 of Chart 2 to marker, sm, 
work Round 1 of Chart 3 to marker, sm] twice — 172 (188, 212, 220) 
stitches. Continue until Rounds 1-8 of Chart 3 have been worked 12 more 
times — 360 (376, 400, 408) stitches. Bind off loosely in knit. 

Sleeves 

With RS facing, place 38 (46, 54, 54) held sleeve stitches onto smaller 
40cm (16") needle; join yarn. 

Round 1 K1, pm, [k2tog, yo, k2] to last stitch, k1, cast on 10 (10, 10, 14), 
join to work in the round, k1 — 48 (56, 64, 68) stitches. 

Round 2 [K2, yo, SSK] to end. 

Rounds [K2tog, yo, k2] to end. 

Repeat Rounds 2 and 3 until Sleeve measures 12" from underarm. 

Bind off loosely in knit. 

Finishing 

Sew underarm seams. Block, n
